Barn Destroyed | 
in Serious Fire! 


Yesterday misfortune visited the home of 
Mrs. Charlotte Baker and her grandson, 
Sidney P. White when two separate blazes | 
broke out on their property on Argilla road. 


local firemen battled the flames steadily 
t {0 a.m. to 8.10 p.m. yesterday and a 
small crew worked throughout the night and 
tt morning to be sure that the flames 
would not gain a fresh start. A total loss of 
several thousands of dollars was sustained | 
by the owners. | 


“The first blaze was slight and caused little | 
damage. At 7.30 a.m. a fire broke out in the 
overheated range in the kitchen. Deputy 
Chief Lester Hilton was investigating the 
origin of this fire when suddenly flames and 
smoke were perceived bursting from the 
barn next to the house. The local fire depart- 
ment was summoned but when the apparatus 
had reached the scene of the blaze the flames 
had a great deal of headway. The water was 
procured from a nearby hydrant and pumped | 
from the Shawsheen river and all that could 
be done to save the structure from total} 
ruin was done speedily and efficiently by the | 
local firemen. 

However the flames had too great a start 
and the barn was practically a mere skeleton 
of burned and charred upright timbers in the 
afternoon | 

rhe reason advanced by Deputy Chief 

Lester Hilton, as being the cause of the blaze 
was the large amount of new-mown hay | 
which had been loaded into the barn, Spon- | 
taneous combustion very likely had occurred | 
and the speed with which the flames had | 
spread seems to uphold this venture. | 

\ loss of several thousand dollars was} 
sustained as a result of the fire. The barn is | 
reported to be insured for several hundred 
but this sum will be far too inade 
quate to cover the Twenty-five 
rabbits which had been kept in the barn lost 
their lives and the thirty-five tons of hay 
which was consumed represents Mr. White's 
entire crop of hay as the last load was stored | 
into the loft on Wednesday 

Fortunately the majority of the live-stock 
were in the pasture at the time of the blaze 
and the four calves that were in the barn} 
were led to safety. Eight rabbits were rescued 
by Eugene Carney, 16, of 75 Essex street 
Al] farm machinery was quickly removed 
from nearby buildings and put in less hazard 
ous spots | 

The fire was called “out” at 8.10 p.m. but 
a crew of firemen was left on the scene to 
wet down the smouldering ruins throughout 
the night. | 

This morning the fire department will} 
have the burnt hay well pulled over to be| 
assured that there will be no danger of the 
recurring.

Probably one of the greatest helps in 
bringing the unemployed of the town to 
terms with the officials was the general meet 
ing in the Town Hall Wednesday. About 100 
people were present, including the various 
town boards, officials of the Taxpayers’ 
association, and representatives of the un 
employed. 

After the mass meeting of a week ago, it 
was expected that Wednesday’s meeting 
would also contain a great deal of verbal 
fireworks, but such was not the case. From 


the beginning to the end, everything was | 


conducted in a pleasant manner with only 
one man becoming vehement in his accusa- 
tions against the Board of Public Welfare. 
No formal decisions were made, but the 
situation was gone over thoroughly with 
every possible angle being discussed. 

The meeting was called at the request of 
the Board of Public Works after a meeting 
with Mr. Burns’ committee on Monday 
evening. Originally it was scheduled for the 
B.P.W. office, but it had to be transferred 
to the court room when it was seen that a 
larger crowd than expected was coming. In 
the court room Alfred L. Ripley was named 
chairman, and after a brief introductory 
address, he entertained a motion made by 


Edmond Hammond to adjourn the meeting 


to the town hall. The vote on this was 
unanimous, since the little room was becom- 
ing unbearably hot. 

Unemployeds’ Stand Explained 

Upstairs Mr. Burns explained that the un- 
employed had no idea of making a raid on the 
taxpayers’ pocketbooks, but he felt that the 
eflorts of the emergency committee had not 
met to the minds of the unemployed the full 
requirements. It was a well-meant move 
ment, he said, yet it was too feeble to ac- 
complish its purpose. He expressed the be- 
lief that the people of Andover would not be 
deaf to the appeals of the unemployed. He 
had confidence in the chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, he said, because he felt that he 
had more of the human element in him than 
many men, 

He went on to assure the gathering that 
the unemployed do not claim that the town 
owes them a living, but they do think that 
the unemployed should be given solemn and 
sincere Christian consideration. They don’t 
say that there are families that are starving, 
but some get by on a mere pittance. Many 
landlords, he claimed, have not had their 
rents paid for a year. 

After the conclusion of Mr. Burns’ talk,

So. Boston Youths 
Rob Filling Station 


As a result of their stealing food articles 
from the doorway of the Elm street Atlantic 
and Pacific store and breaking into and rob- 
bing Martin's filling station at the Wilson’s 
Corner end of Elm street early Saturday 
morning, three South Boston youths are 
being held for grand jury action in Septem- 
ber. Excellent work by the Andover and 
North Andover police departments brought 
about the arrest of the three young men who 
police say are members of a group of five. 
Those apprehended were Paul Keogh, 18, of 
817 East Fourth street; Herbert Wright, 17, 
of 90 M street; and Alfred Beaudry, 18, of 
Chestnut street, all of South Boston. 

Keogh and Wright were caught early 
Saturday morning by two members of the 
North Andover police department, Captain 
Milnes and Officer Farnham, while Beaudry 
was captured at noon by motorcycle oflicer 
David Gillespie. 

At about five o'clock Saturday morning, 
Chester Yeaton, an employee at Martin's 
filling station, heard noises in the store and 
after hurriedly dressing he went to the sta 
tion, Here he saw four youths dashing away 
at his approach. He fired one shot with a 
revolver but failed to hit any of those in 
flight. 

Yeaton then notified Officer Frank Mc 
Bride who soon appeared on the scene and 
immediately found that the youths were hid- 
ing in nearby woods. After attempting 
several ruses to bring them from their 
shelter, McBride called Chief George Dane, 
who notified the North Andover police and 
the state police 

Soon Chief Dane also was on the scene, 
and with Officer McBride he chased the 
four into North Andover where Keogh and 
Wright were captured by the two North 
Andover officers 

Beaudry was taken Saturday noon by |} 
motorcycle officer David Gillespie, who 
after a chase of a mile captured the youth, 
who is said to be the leader of the group, off 
the Salem turnpike 

In district court Monday morning the 
young men testified that they were on a 
camping trip and had spent part of the night 
in North Andover. The early morning cold, 
they said, had caused them to start walking 
at an early hour. ‘wo companions whom 
they met on Friday were responsible, they

Andover’s unemployment situation re 
turned to normal this week when Matthew 
Burns, chairman of the committee of the un- 
employed, announced Thursday morning 
that he would not petition for a special 
town meeting. Mr. Burns has been in the 
forefront of the movement for a special 
meeting, and it is doubtful whether anyone 
else will sponsor an appropriation now that 
Mr. Burns has reached an agreement with 
the other boards in town. His announcement 
was made as arresult of a meeting of the 
town officials and interested citizens in the 
town hall Wednesday evening. At the con- 
clusion of this meeting several informal con 
ferences were held and as a result of these 
Mr. Burns was able to tell the Townsman 
Thursday morning that he was withdrawing 
his petition plan since he had been told that 
the various town offices were planning to cut 
down their expenditures so that at the end of 
the year a surplus would be left for the use of 
the unemployed 

his was substantiated later in the day 
when the Taxpayers’ association announced 
that it would hold a meeting at the town 
house Wednesday evening with the town 
departments and the Finance committee for 
a general discussion of means for other de- 
partment Two town boards had 
expressed their intention to set about making 
such economies that a surplus of several 
thousand dollars would be available at the 
end of the year 

The taxpayers’ association does not 
believe that these savings should come from 
a reduction in wages, “as town employees 
have suffered sufficient curtailment through 
their act in giving two weeks’ pay to the 
unemployed.”

Stoneham Tax Rate 
Takes Big Jump) 


(By the Stoneham Independent) 

Stoneham, July 22—An increase of $3.60 
per thousand in the tax rate over last year 
was announced today by the Board of 
Assessors. The 1932 tax rate will be $34.80 
per thousand as against $31.20 in 1931 

A jump in the tax rate for this year was 
foreseen by town officials due to increases in 
appropriations and a predicted reduction in 
the state’s reimbursements. State taxes and 
assessments this year showed an increase of 
$13,466.03 more than that of 1931. The 
figures are $93,671.08 this year and $80,205 
05 in 1931. Appropriations this year were 
$599,204.90 as against $569.665.63 last year, 
an increase of $29,539.27. Overlay for this 
year is $9,422.61 or a decrease of $3,806.54 
~ On the credit side of the book, the total 
for this year is figured at $184,512 or only 
a $2,574.31 raise over that of last year 
The credits for 1931 were $181,938.69 | 

The levy increase this year is $33,474.45 
as a result of a corresponding growth in the 
amount to raise, In 1931 it was $484,312.14, 
while the 1932 figure is $517,786.59. A sharp 
reduction in the total valuation from 
$15,522,825 in 1931 to $14,878,925 this year 
or a decline of $643,900 had a bearing on the 
new tax rate. Of particular importance, too, 
is the fact that Tax Commissioner Henry | 
Long would not allow $9,459.49 appropriated 
from the surplus revenue on account of un

While visiting the projects of his Aggie 
pupils, Instructor Ellery E. Metcalf of Essex 
Agricultural school discovered an insect 
pest that is new to Essex county, in the 
Mexican bean beetle. This insect belongs to 
the group of beetles commonly known as lady 
beetles. Most of the members of this group 
are beneficial since they feed upon various 
insect pests. This specie, however, is a vege 
tarian. Wherever it has been able to establish 
itself, it has proved to be the most serious 
insect pest of beans in that section, The 
adult beetle is pale yellow in color when 
newly emerged with eight small black spots 
on each wing cover. The color darkens as they 
grow older, and overwintering beetles are 
often of a dark copper color. The eggs are 
yellow and are deposited in groups of 40 to 
30 usually on the under surface of the bean 
leaves. The larvae also are bright yellow in 
color and are covered with innumerous 
branched black spines. The larvae from one 
egg mass usually feed in a colony, although 
as they approach maturity they show a ten 
dency to scatter and feed more or less in 
dividually. They require approximately 
three weeks to develop fully. Full grown 
larvae are about three-eighths of an inch long 
and the beetles are about a quarter of an inch

The tax rate in North Andover is one 
dollar less than last year, it was announced 
Saturday. The drop was effected through a 
decrease of $19,498.46 in appropriations, 
in spite of much lower valuations, lower 
returns from state income and corporation 
taxes, and a higher state tax. 

The tax rate this year is $37 a thousand 
as compared with $38 a yearago. The appro- 
priations this year amounted to $391,525.25 
and last year they were $412,423.71. There 
was a drop in valuation of $157,377, the 
valuation for this year being $8,161,595 and 
last year $8,318,972,
